Baiciia Shows The Way. 


Great Britain continues to be the wonder of the world. Those who said 
her people were decadent, and that the foundations of her financial, moral 
and physical life were crumbling, have her answer in the Empire’s record 
during cndsince the Great War, Asking no favors‘she 4s paying her debts 
to the lust farthing and her.credit is unquestioned. While otlier nations have 
quailed beneath the burdens they have had to bear, Britain has shown the 
world that she is still able to. triumph over great obstacles and. turn seeming 
defeat into victory. <A British paper sums it up in this way: 

“Those in charge of the public purse since the first year Of peace have 
reduced the expenditures of the country from over £2,000,000,000 a year to 
but little over £800,000,000. The staff in the Government offices have been 
s0 greatly reduced that there are now only tén per cent. more officials at work 
than before the war. And hére It must be remembered that, the work of the 
public administration has been enormously increased owing to the pensions 
and other services introduced during and caused by the war. Though near- 
ly half our income goes to the payment of interest on debt, we have in three 
years out of income reduced our debt by £450,000,000.. Since the Armistice 
we have nearly halved the floating debt. It was £1,500,000,000. It 4s now 
only £800,000,000, We have paid; off, in addition, all our foreign debt, ex- 
cept to.America. We have balancéd our budget and we have established a 

_ sinking fund, These things have been hard to do, but we have maintained 
the credit of the country.” : 


Ramsay MacDonald, the Labor Premier, is maintaining this credit. ‘Many 
problems had to be faced by Britain during last year. Strikes and unem- 
ployment had to be dealt with, and millions of pounds were paid out in doles 
and pensions. Her army and navy had to be provided for, and she had to 
meet the expenses required for administration of the Empire, which comprises 
a quarter of the world’s territory and a third of its population, 

In ‘the face of all this, the surplus of $240,000,000 has been produced, the 
floating debt reduced by $175,000,000, and food taxes considerably lightened. 

Britain stands for progress, and while other nations have been engaged in 

- petty strife, she has: not been afraid to disarm. Tolling for Peace and re- 
construction, she is today an Empire of which her people are proud. 

What a bright example. has been set in the fearlessness of her demo- 
cracy. The-creating of free nations within a nation, welding together and 
consolidating the people of far-flung countries into one vast united empire on 
which the sun fever sets. : :

‘ 
Investigation Shows College Men More 
Successful On Farms 

The old tradition that farming 
could be carried on just as success- 
fuly without higher education as 
with it appears to have broken down 
under investigations recently carried 
on. The Kansas Agricultural College 
took the initiative and on a question 
covering 1,237 farms in that state 
found that the annual earnings of far- 
mers having a common school educa- 
tion was $422; of those with high 
school education, $554; those with a 
partial college course, $859; and those 
with full college course, $1,452. All 
succeeding investigations in other 
states showed practically the same re- 
sults, When it came to the question 
of modern conveniences and improve- 
ments, the cojlege men were always 
in the lead by fifty per cent. or more. 
Perhaps it is the more ambitious men 
who get the education. Maybe they 
would ledd in any case. But with 


j data so widely gathered the conclu- 


sion seems clear that education is an 
advantage in every way. Man Is de- 
signed to be something more than a 
drudge or “a hewer of waod and a 
drawer of water.”

Price. Is Usually the Factor That 
Governs Production 

We may reason that a certain group 
of farmers should produce the wheat, 
another group corn, another group 
anes products, and so on, but it will 
be found that no power will keep men 
producing a certain kind of farm pro- 
duct when some other pays better. 
Price is the greatest force in influenc- 
j ing the kind-and quantity of farm pro- 
gee produced. 

Wages are relatively higher in the 
city than they are in the country, This 
causes a mevement of the people ffom 
the farm to the city, We may well 
reason that the; people will be better 
off to remain on the farm, that the 
disparity between the prices of farm 
products and other. commogities can- 
not last. . Nevertheless it is but na- 
tural for people to seek the occupa- 
tions that will return them the great- 
est income. 

Those who feel that through co- 
operative effort a farm monopoly will 
be established, forget that if any farm 
product becomes relatively higher 
than some other it stimulates an in- 
creased production which would de- 
feat any form of organization attempt- 
ing to establish a monopoly. - Every 
sensible farmer and every thinking 
business man knows there is no such 
thing as a farm’ monopoly.—Hoard’s

No natural re- 
source needs the application of greater 
foresight for ils perpetuation than our 
wild life, for it cannot be replaced 
once it is destroyed, and its destruc- 
tleon can only be avoided by wise pre- 
vision.

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A Giant: Telescope 


Being Manufactured In England for 
Shipment to Observatory in 
Russia 

One of the world’s wonder tele- 
scopes, _ which took seven years to 
Make, and stands higher than six men, 
is now being tested and assembled at 
} the works of Sir Howard Grubb and 
| Son, where the final details axe being 
added before its shipment in three 
jmonths’ time to the Sini®s Observa- 

tory in Russia. 

The telescope fs worth £15,000. ~It 
contains a mirror 40 inches wide, 8% 
inches thick, and weighing nearly 1,000 
lbs., which took more than a year of 
continual grinding and polishing to 

panes This piece of glass alone cost 
the Russian Government £1,000. 

The principal eyepiece is not at the 
lower end of the barrel near the 
ground, but juts out at the mouth of 
the telescope. |The observer is haul- 
ed up from the floor somé thirty feet 
below in a steel chair, and, dangling 
like a spider from a gigantic pencil, 
follows the stars in their courses, The 
movements of the instrument are con- 
trolled by a clock, set so that the star 
under observation will be kept in sight 
as it moves across the heavens. 
Thus, as the astronomer hangs in mid- 
air, he is carried in an are inside the 
dome, which also moves round as the 
telescope is operated. 

Many astronomical telescopes are 
made for vision alone, but this one is 
constructed so that photographs may 
be taken of the stars it mirrors while 
the astronomer is observing them 
through the eyepiece on the end.

Canada during 1923 exceeded all pre- 
vious records, and reached a total of 
147,582 valued at $97,639,714, as com-

Every mining district seems to have 

its lost mines, but it seldom happens 

that such a mine is found and re-open- 

ed. British Columbia's original lost

"| mine—lost for fifty years of more—has’ 


been found and work will begin im- 
mediately to get aut the high-grade 
silver ore. 

It is what is known as the old Eur- 
eka mine, search for which has lured 
prospectors for years. It is eight 
miles from the town of Hope, B.C. 
General J. W: Slewart and associates 
are now owners of the mine and a 
crew of men and supplies have recent- 
ly been sent in. 

The lost Eureka was last 
heard of in the early '70’s. Accord- 
ing to the story which has gone the 
rounds of prospectors for years, it was 
discovered by an Indian trapper, who 
brought a chunk of solid silyer into 
the then wild and woolly western min- 
ing yown of Hope. Hope was then 
the mecea for hundreds of adventur- 
ers from all over the world, attracted 
by tite goki-in the rich bars pe the 
Fraser River. 

A company was’ formed in which 
were many meh prominent in British 
Columbia in those days. Cabins 
were built and miping with crude 
methods was unlertaken. Consider- 
able ore was taken out and shipped 
to San Francisco to be treated. 
those days the ore had to be packed 
from the mine to Hope on the backs 
of Indians.
